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ANNUAL MEETING ADOPTS 1990 BUDGET, SET PRIORITIES 
AND DELAYS PART OF NEW CONSTITUTION 

The 23rd Annual Meeting of the Southeast Conference 
convened June 9-11 at Emory University in Atlanta, and 
adopted a "living within our means" budget for 1990, 
set three new priorities and delayed implementation of 
part of the Constitution and By-Laws adopted in 1988. 

About 225 delegates and visitors attended the three 
-day event, whose theme was "Bound Together: Family 
Ties." 

Among events at the Annual Meeting were: 

— An appreciation banquet Saturday night for the 
Rev. Warren Blankenhorn, 65, Associate Conference 
Minister, who was honored for his years of service with 
the Conference. He is currently on a six-month leave 
of absence. 

— A keynote address by the Rev. Scott Libbey, Ex- 
ecutive Vice President of the United Church Board for 
World Ministries. Rev. Libbey also preached at a Sun- 
day morning worship service. 

— Ten workshops and five forums on Saturday and 
Sunday, which covered a wide range of issues and pro- 
grams involving the life of the church. 

— A two-part presentation on the 300-year history 
and diversity of churches in the Southeast Conference, 
and a slide show highlighting the various missions of 
of those churches. 

— A celebration of the Southeast Conference's 
nominees to the General Synod "Celebrating the Gifts 
of Lay Women Award," Augusta L. Pettie, Euphernia 
Young and Eva Driscoll. 

In addition, the Annual Meeting re-elected the Trea- 
surer, Lenda Sherrell of Pilgrim Congregational Church, 
Chattanooga; and elected a new Secretary, the Rev. Ric- 
hard Woodward, pastor of Midway Congregational Church, 
Midway, Ga. Also elected were 16 new board members and 
alternates, and 18 members to the Conference's six new 
program Commissions.

ARTS & CRAFTS SALE ■ 

The Commission for Women in 

Church and Society will hold a craft 

sale at the 24th Annual Meeting of 

the Conference in Wadley, Ala., on 

June 8-10. Women from each church 

are asked to contribute $20.00 in 

goods to the sale. 
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Also, the Annual Meeting passed a resolution, sponsor- 
ed by United Black Christians, to join the boycott of 
Royal/Dutch Shell because of its business activities in 
South Africa. 

In its major business, the Annual Meeting passed a 
1990 budget of $238,025, which was described by Confer- 
ence Minister Roger Knight as a "living within our means" 
budget that "will be very tight and has cutbacks in areas 
of needed service." 

In summary, the 1990 budget: 

— increases Conference contributions to Our Church's 
Wider Mission by 50 percent, from $12,000 to $18,000. 

— sets aside $12,000 to support new and developing 
churches, also a 50 percent increase over 1989. 

— designates $7,200 for the program work of the six 
new Commissions, an increase of $2,600 ( Over the. support 
for four Commissions previously. 

— reduces by $15,000 the support for staff positions 
in 1990, reducing program staff to one 3/4-time equiva- 
lent, other than for the Conference Minister and admin- 
istrative staff, in accordance to the recommendations of 
the Personnel Committee. 

The 1990 budget projects 10 percent growth in 0CWM 
contributions over the 1989 estimate, from $179,420 to 
$197,362. Income for the Church Builders Club is est- 
imated at $5,500. 

Reflected in the budget were the three Conference 
priorities for 1990 which were adopted by the Board of 
Directors and by the Annual Meeting. 

The three priority areas approved were: 

1. Church Development 

2. Stewardship 

3. Programming for churches and leaders. 

In all three areas, pastoral development will be in- 
tegral. 

The Annual Meeting also postponed the implementation 
of the new Constitution, which had been adopted in 1988 
but not officially implemented. 

The action was .taken, after the Nominating Committee 
raised concern that the size of the new Board of Direct- 
ors was financially imposible. The Annual Meeting post- 
postponed those portions of the Constitution which dealt 
with size of membership on each board and Commission. 

At a Board of Directors meeting Sunday, Moderator 
Barbara Everett proposed a Constitution Study Committee 
which the Board approved. Franklin Thomas will chair 
the committee comprised of Michael Roberts, Jeff Sim- 
mons, Frances Bryant, J.T. Lower y, Jimmy Pilkinton and 
Mary Brueggemann. 

Elected to the Board of Directors was Don Klinefelt- 
er, Pilgrim Church of Chattanooga, as at-large member, 
and 12 Association representatives and six alternatives. 
Eighteen persons were elected to fill three Conference 
positions on the six new Commissions.
